Walt Disney has been dead nearly seven years, but 
the entertainment empire he built continues to thrive 
and expand. Films, comic books and television spread 
the Disney gospel of unrelenting cheerfulness, year 
after year.

And yet this colossus of the entertainment 
world is only 50 years old. It was in October 1923 that 
Walt and Roy Disney formed the company that later 
became Walt Disney Productions.

only.

In the interest ot improving 
the ratio of p olyunsaturated 
fat to sa tu r a te d fat m c o m ­ 
m e r c ia l m a rg a r in e , you can 
use a trick I'vq found satisfac­ 
tory Use two tubs of margar­ 
ine with one tub ot satflower 
oil. Whip them well in a mix­ 
er. and of course you'll have a 
softer 
m ix 
when 
y o u ’re 
through. Store it in the refrig­ 
erator. If you like it harder, 
store it in the freezing co m ­ 
partment. It is still spreada­ 
ble. but a great deal softer, 
which some people may like. 
Dilution ot the margarine with 
one-third satflower oil greatly 
improves the ratio, since sat­ 
flower oil is only eight per 
cent s a tu ra te d fat and is 72 
per cent polyunsaturated fat.
